IF  you  make  the  Iflancl  towards  the  Eve¬ 
ning,  and  are  afraid  of  running  in  with 
it,  you  muft  not  by  any  Means  lay  too, 
but  ftand  to  the  Southward  under  an  eafy 
Sail  ;  otherwife  the  Current,  which  always 
fets  to  the  N.  W.  or  N.  E.  wdll  probably 
occalion  your  lofing  Sight  of  the  Ifland, 
and  if  it  fets  to  the  N.  W.  will  probably 
carry  you  fo  far  to  Leeward,  that  you 
will  not  be  able  to  fetch  it  again. 


MAN  OF  WAR  BAY. 

No  Sotindings  till  you  are  dole  up  in 
the  Bay,  and  then  from  40  to  10  Fathom, 
unlefs  a  fmall  Spot  mark’d  in  the  Draft, 
which  is  an  exceeding  good  Place  for 
Filhing.

COURLAND  BAY. 

If  you  arrive  in  the  Night,  and  do  not 
care  to  pufh  for  the  Bay,  there  is  very 
good  Anchorage  to  Windward  of  the 
Bluff,  from  6  to  20  Fathom  regular  Sound¬ 
ings  ;  in  the  Day  there  is  no  Danger  but 
the  Beef  Barrel,  which  is  fo  near  the 
Shore,  no  prudent  Seaman  will  come  nigh 

It. 

LITTLE  COURLAND  BAY. 

Is  a  Part  of  Courland  Bay,  and  has  very 
fafe  Anchorage  within  the  Windward 
Point,  which  is  pretty  bold. 

"I  yrrill  s  Bay,  Bloody  Bay,  Parlatavier 
Bay,  Fnglifliman  s  Bay,  Caflara  Bay,  and 
La  Guira  Bay  have  fafe  Anchorage  for 
Veffels  of  150  Tons  or  under.  VefTels 
failing  from  the  Eaftward  for  the  South 
Side  of  the  Jfi-ind,  muft  keep  well  to  the 
Southward,  otherwifc  the  Current  round 
little  Fohago  (which  runs  always  to  the 
North  Weftj  will  fwcep  them  away  to 
the  Northward. 


BUCCOO 
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BUCCOO  SHOAL. 

In  failing  round  Buccoo  Shoal,  keen 
about  two  Cables  length  from  the  Breakers, 
and  it  is  perfeftly  fafe. 

SANDY  POINT  BAY. 

This  is  a  very  large  Bay  or  Road,  where 
there  is  in  general  good  Anchorage.  The 
ufual  Place  is  at  the  Mark  ►f' 

king’s  bay. 

Is  a  fpacious  Bay  and  good  Anchorage 
any  where  within  the  Windward  Point. 
In  the  Day  time  the  high  Land  on  the 
Windward  Point  intercepts  the  Trade 
Wind,  and  the  Swell  from  the  Eaftward 
is  apt  to  fet  a  Veflel  down  on  the  Leeward 
Point,  which  projeds  farther  to  the  South¬ 
ward  ;  therefore  the  heft  Time  to  fail  out 
is  early  in  the  Morning  about  Day-break, 
when  the  Wind  blows  frefii  off  the  Land 
to  the  Northward. 
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Q  U  E  E  N’s  BAY.

The  Anchorage  is  here  very  fafe  within 
shout  I  iCable’s  length  from  the  Shore.  Give 
the  Ifland  off  the  Point  a  good  Birth  to 
Windward,  but  if  you  can  procure  a  Pilot, 
it  .will  be  proper  to  have  one. 


HALLIFAX  BAY. 

Is  a  very  fafe  fnug  Bay  for  Veffels  under 
250  Tons,  but  there  Is  a  Shoal  in  the 
Middle  of  the  Entrance,  that  makes  a 
Pilot  neceffary. 

B  A  R  B  A  D  O  E  S  BAY. 

Tn  running  down  the  South  Side  to 
avoid  Great  River  Shoal,  keep  the  Eaft 
End  of  Eittle  Tobago  open,  with  Smith’s 
Ifland,  until  the  Latter  bears  N.  Vv’.  when 
you  may  cuff  up  for  the  Bay,  but  you 
muft  be  careful  to  avoid  a  Reef  of  Coral 
Rocks,  which  runs  out  from  Granby 
Point  about  a  Cable’s  length.  When  you 
are  within  the  Reef  you  have  very  good 
Anchorage  in  from  12  to  p  Fathom,  and 

tlic 
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the  beft  Mark  for  Anchorage  is  to  bring 
the  Silk  Cotton  Tree  on  the  Beach  in  one 
with  the  Flag  Staff  on  the  Top  of  the 
Hill. 


ROCKLY  BAY. 

Is  a  fafe  deep  Bay,  where  a  Veffel  may 
Anchor  from  15  to  7  Fathom  Water,  and 
no  Danger  in  Handing  in  boldly.  In 
running  down  this  Bay,  care  muft  be 
taken  of  the  funken  Rock  that  lays  about 
a  Mile  off  the  Windwardfnoft  Point  of 
Minifter  Bav.
